An articlo.on the financial resources of 
Germany, in cagé of war which has lately 
‘appeared in ‘tho’ .“*Vierteljahrsheft fir 
Truppenfabrung: and . Heereskunde,” 
edited by the Genoral Staff in Borlin, may 
at the present monient prove of some 
intereat. The. writer starts. by. saying 
that a. war ‘between any of the Great 
Powers with their gigantic armies cannot 
last Jess. than twelve montha; the German 
army: aflor © mobilization will . number 
about three million men, which, assuming 
the cost por head to be ten Marks a day,. 
will mean an oxpenditure of practically 
oleven milliards for the first year, The 
daily evorage during the Franco-German 
wer in 1870/1 was only. six Marke por 
head, but that during the Russo-Japanese 
war ig stated to have heen. ten, and it 
would. cortainly not be safe to calculate 
on Jess, considering the general advance 
inthe prices of everything, It is obvious 
that the expenditure will be heaviest 
during tho first weeks whilst the mobiliza- 
tion’ ie boing .comploted, the fortresses 
armed and provisioned, the troops trans- 
ported to their destinations, ete, ote.
